HEALTH LEGISLATION

It is pretty obvious that however 
successful the Federal house may be 
getting through health insurance this 
session, it won't pass in time for the 
provinces to take action in the present 
session of their legislatures. ‘Their 
action would have to come in a year’s 
time. It is, however, at least the hope 
that within two years there will be a 
health insurance measure in operation. 
Health insurance benefits will come 
from a fund to which contribution will 


be made by those insured, by employ- 
ers of insured persons, by the provinc- 
es on behalf of those of limited means 
and by federal government grants. 
Adult insured persons will pay about 
$26 a year. and dues will be collected 
from about 4.000,000 under the “stamp 
system.” The draft health insurance 
bills provide machinery which could 
be used in the collection for other 
social insurance plans that might later 
be adopted,

As a result of an accident during the 
harvest last fall. when he was caught 
in the hoisting device of a_ truck 
John Alexander Grant , 67, of the 
Strathmore district, died Tuesday af- 
ternoon in a Bassano hospital. 

Born in Sandend, Banffshire, Scot- 
land, he came to Canada and St. 
Mary’s, Ont., in 1905, moving to 
Strathmore in 1912. 

For 12 years he was employed at 
Strathmore, by the Immigration de- 
partment of the C. P. R., as a ditch 
rider.

INDUSTRY FAST USING 
SURPLUS WHEAT STOCK 


Line Elebators Again Urge Alcohol 
Flants in West 


—— 
“Actual and projected industrial ut- 


ilization of wheat for War purposes ig 
already foreseen as meads of con- 
suming surplus stocks of this cereal in 
the United States,” said Cecil Lamont, 
Vice-President of the North-West Line 
Elevators Association, on his return 
from attending the annual conference 
of the National Farm Chemurgic Coun- 
cil held at Chicago. More than three 
hundred leading scientists, industrial- 
ists and agriculturists of North Amer- 
ica attended the meeting. 

“All American and Canadian dis- 
tilleries have now converted their 
plants from the use of molasses on the 
distilleries to produce 530,000,000 U. S. 
gallons of alcohol from wheat in 1943, 
This will require 212,000,000 bushels of 
wheat. In addition, Canada plans on 
producing 14,000,000 Imperial gallons 
of alcohol this year from 7,000,000 bus, 
of wheat. Dwindling petroleum _re- 
serves, and failure to discover new oil 
fields was foreseen at the conference, 
as a forerunner of petroleum shortages
